Senator Borah, in reply, said if the
tstatement read by Senator Hitcheock
tget forth that only two subscriptions
lwere for $5,000 or more, the error evi-
idently was made intentionally by the
ileague, as the bulletin prepared by it
|and read by him undoubtedly was cor-
rect.

Senator Hitchcock presented a mass
of figures and many resolutions de-
signed to show an overwhelming sen-
timent for the league.

“Every test made anywhere to show
the state of public opinion on this
league,” he asserted, "has resulted
favaorably to it. Every great church
that has yet spoken on the subject
has declared for it. Organized labor
has voted overwhelmingly in its
favor. Women everywhere—rich and
poor women, old and young women—
are for If.”

Senator Kenyon sald he had re-
ceived a letter declaring any one
who voted against the league *“would
be boiled in oil,” and another from a
priest saying *“that if 1 voted for it
he would help hang me."”

SAYS .. SHFETY
DEMANDS LEAGLE

Senator Gerry Tells Senate
Crisis Is Greatest of Mod-
ern Civilization.

“The league of nations contains pro-
visions absolutely essential to the
safety of our country and the sus-
taining of civilization,” Senator Gerry

of Rhode Island yesterday told the Sen-
ate in a speech analyging the league
covenant.

He asserted that acceptance of the
league covenant was an absolute neces-
sity to protect American rights and pre-
serve civilization during the reconstruc-
tion period.

Senator Gerry has recently return-
ed to this country from Europe, where
he observed conditions in Great Brit-
ain and France particularly, It is
kis conviction, he said, that the crisis
toeday, in the period of readjustment
following the war, {8 perhaps the
greatest the world has faced, certain-
lJy the greatest that has been faced
by modren civilization.

It is no time for the T'nited States
to stand aloof, he said, when its aid
to the utmaost i® needed to preserve
the equilibrium so seriously threat-
ened.

Bays U. 5. Is Not Isolated.

He denled that the T'nited States is
Innger in an isolated situation so
far as Furope and European affairs
are concerned, or that it can he iso-
lated in the future. Washington,
whose policy of non-entangling for-
eign alliances has been quoted by the
opponents of the league. Senator
Gerry asserted, would have had a dif-
ferent view of the situation had hg
lived today.

Explains Article X.

Senator Gerry analvzed the league
covenant, article by article. When he
reached article X, which would guar-
antee the territorial boundaries of
the members of the league, he said:

“Thers seems to be some misunder-

the whole of this article. It does not
guarantee the territorial integrity or
the existing political independence of
any member of the league except from
external aggression. In other words,
it would be inoperative against any
internal action, uprising or rebellion.
Danger of war under this article is
also further safeguarded by articles
11 to 17, to which I presently shall
come, and which provide, generally
speaking, for arbitration. The impor-
tance of this article is easy to under-
stand when one realizes that if this
league of nations had existed in 1914
it would have heen notice to Germany
when she invaded Belgium and France
of the opposition that she would have
to expect. There is little doubt that it
would have prevented her from in-
itiating the conflagration.

Presents Alternatives.

After completing his analysis, Sena-
tor Gerry said:

*“The real question {s whether we
believe that it is not better for the
United States to have a say in Eu-
ropean matters and thus try to prevent
another horrible war or to keep our
hands off and walt until the world is
aflame and then endeavor to assert our
might to protect our rights. In one
case we have a hand in shaping the
destinies of mankind. In the other, in
refusing to accept responsibility, we
suffer the consequences that are likely
to come from an uncontrollable situa-

tion in Europe.
